SAIGON (U PI)—Nine Am eri­ 
cans were killed today when 
two U.S. Army helicopters col­ 
lided and crashed in flames at 
the Bien 
Hoa base 20 
miles 
north of Saigon. 


In combat near another air 
base a U.S. Marine was shot 
and killed. 


The helicopter accident hap­ 
pened 12 days after 27 Am eri­ 
cans died in the chain reaction 
bomb explosions on the flight- 
line of the Bien Hoa base.

spokesman 
said eight of the Ii Americans 
aboard the two helicopters were! 
killed instantly when the craft 
plunged to the ground from an 
altitude of about IOO feet at the 
southern 
end 
of the runway, j 
The ninth man died while un­ 
dergoing em ergency surgery. 


Two survivors were reported 
in serious condition. 


The Marine was killed near 
Chu, site of a new air base be­ 
ing built by Navy Seabees 330

two of them seriously, in the 
clash with the Communist guer­ 
rillas.

Over SIO,OOO Incomes Also Increase 
464,000 Families Step Out Of Poverty Bracket 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ap­ 
proximately 
464,000 
American 
families took a giant step last 
year. Their income edged over 
the $3,000 m ark — and out of 
what the administration defines 
as the “ poverty bracket.” 
At the happier end of the 
scale, a Census Bureau report 
today also showed, the number 
of families with incomes of $10- 
000 or more increased by 1.4 


And the median — middle — 
income increased too from $6,- 
249 to $6,569. T hat’s a 5-per cent 
jump from 1963 and 57-per cent 
from 
1954. 
Prices 
also 
rose, 
though, so the increase in pur­ 
chasing power was only 4 per 
cent. 
Median Income 
The median income is the ex­ 
act middle income for the 47.8 
million A m erican families. That 
is half of them are below that 


level and half above. 
Some 17.6 per cent of Ameri­ 
can families, or 8.4 million, had 
incomes below $3,000 compared 
to 18.5 per cent in 1963, Almost 
32 per cent had incomes below 
$3,000 in 1954. 
Some 10,800,000 families had 
incomes of $10,000 or more in 
1964. This represented 22 per 
cent compared to 20 per cent in 
1963 and less than 6 per cent in 
1954. 


More than one out of every 20 
families had incomes of at least 
$15,000 com pared to one out of 
IOO in 1954. 
The median income of Negro 
families was $5,814 com pared to 
$7,720 for whites. Thirty-seven 
per cent of Negro families were 
be'ow the poverty line while 15.4 
per cent of white families were 
in that category. Only 8.3 per 
cent of Negro families had in­ 
comes above $10,000.
